The men say they desired to respect the President's request for 
more time but the apparent intention of the United States Steel 
people to ignore their request for conference and relief make this 
strike necessary. 


Palmer let it be known that he had been in touch with con- 


ditions in Pennsylvania field, where the Steel people have been 
employing armed gunmen as guards about their plants and he 
would ask State authorities to assist in avoiding trouble in case 
the break came. 


Secretary Foster and other union officials are on their way 


to Pittsburgh where strike headquarters will be opened and pre- 
parations completed for the expected test of strength. 


PITTSBURGH, Sept. 11—Union leaders declare that 150,000 


men in the Pittsburgh district would answer the call to strike on 
September 22d. They say that at least 85 per cent, of the em- 
ployes of the United States Steel corporation and leading inde- 
pendent plants would walk out following the conference of rep- 
resentatives of the twenty-four unions affected., 


Officials of the Steel Corporation express theselves as be- 


lieving but a small portion of their employes wljl strike as they 
claim not over 15 per cent, of their employes are unionized. These 
officials also say they will close their plants down rather than ac- 
cede to the present demands of the unions.
